THERSrORE,  B:^  IT  1^1:301713):   That  the  following  constitution 
be  substituted  for  that  of  1891  to  booorae  effective  as  noon  as 
it  is  approved  by  two  successive  rej-ular  meetings  of  the  alumni. 

Article  1:  Name. 

The  organization  shall  be  named  the  N.G.A.C.  Alumni 
Association. 

Article  11:  Membership. 

Section  1.  The  members  shall  be  of  tv.o  kinds,  Repnlar  and 
Honorary. 

Section  2.  The  Regular  aember^  shall  cop  jist  of  all  graduates 
and  all  students  of  the  N.  C.  A.  C.   who  shall  have  attended  long 
enouph  to  get  one  term  report  and  vho  shall  have  left  the  collepe 
through  honorable  vlthdrav.al. 

Section  3.  The  Tlonarary  members  shall  consist  of  ladies  and 
rentlemen  of  hl('i.  socinl  or  Intelllctual  standing  v/ho  may  be  elect- 
ed to  membership  in  this  body  by  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Article  111:  Meetings. 

Section  1.  i^lvo  members  in  good  standing  shall  constitute  a 
quorviro  at  any  re«rular  r  duly  called  meeting. 

Section  2.   There  shall  be  one  Regular  meeting  at  Dahlonga, 
Georgia,  during  each  coounenc foment  at  the  time  dlsignatod  by  the 
president  and  the  General  Committee,  and  one  Regular  meeting  held 
in  Atlanta  on  the  s  cond  business  day  following  Christmas  Day  at 
the  time  and  place  disirnated  by  the  president. 

Section  3.   A  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  president  at  any 
time,  and  at  any  place,  at  the  rermes"  of  a  luorum;  provided  it 
is  advertized  at  least  fifteen  days  pr  ;vlou3  to  the  meeting  In 
three  of  the  leading  paj e  s  of  the  state,  one  to  be  "r  north 
Georgia,  one  in  mid  le  Georria,  and  one  in  south  Oeorgla, 

Article  IT:  Officers. 

Section  1.   Tl.e  offlce-s  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  who  shall  rank  in  the  order  of  First •  s'-cond,  and 
TMrd  vice-President  i,  a  Seoretnry-Tre  surer,  and  o  Flstcria-. 


S«etlon  2.   Said  officers  ahall  hold  their  respeotive  offloea 
one  year,  and  until  their  sucoessors  are  duly  elected  and  Installed, 
unless  renored  by  death,  resignation,  or  expulsion;  and  in  case  of 
8uoh  remoFal  the  Assooiatlon  shall  at  its  earliest  meeting  elect 
a  meober  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.

A  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  election  of  such  nominees.

Article  Till:  Duty-  of  General  Committee. 

Seotion  L.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oeneral  Conmittee  to 
make  all  the  necessary  arruniements  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  sh&ll  through  the  Secretary  notify  the  nemb  rs 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.   It  shall  also  examine  the  books 
and  records  and  make  a  report  on  the  same  at  e^ch  regular  meeting. 

Article  IX:  Co./imittces. 

Seotion  1.   Th*=re  shall  be  a  legislative  Coaniittee,  a 

Welfare  Committee,  Ifilltary  and  Athletic  "ommlttee,  and  a  Library 

Ocmmlttee.  all  apiiointed  by  the  prosident,  but  kent  up  aj  herein- 
after outlined. 

Seotion  2.  The  Legislative  Ooomittee  shall  consist  of  nine 
members  of  the  Assooiatlon  and  each  member  shall  hold  office  for 
three  years.   It  shall  be  self-perpetuation.   So  ar.  to  pet  an 
organization,  the  first  thr  e  appointed  shall  hold  office  three 
years,  the  sfoond  three,  tvo  years;  and  the  third  three,  one 
year.   This  committee  shall  be  sclf-povernlng  and  shall  furnish 
one  member  to  the  cabinet  of  the  Assoclatlo  . 


It  shall  ba  the  duty  of  this  oommittee  to  wal*  upon  the 
Gove  nor  of  the  State  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Bnlrerslty  of  Georrla  regiardlng  the  appointment  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  N.  C.  A.  C.  ,  to  me't  with  the  Approoriatlons 
Oommittee  of  the  State  Legislature,  and  to  look  after  any  other 
business  relative  to  both  school  and  state. 

Section  3.  The  V/elfare  Committee  shall  oonsist  of  nine 
uember.i  elected  and  perpetuated  In  the  same  manner  as  he  Loicris- 
lative  Comuittee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee: 

1.  To  inspect  once  a  year  the  entire  work  of  the  college, 
curriculum,  courses,  instruction,  equlpnent,  dormitory  facilities, 
etc. 

2.  To  inspect  other  institutions  of  this  state  and  neif'hboring 
states  and  see  that  the  work  is  in  every  way  on  a  par  with  the 
other  institutions  of  its  rank. 

^.3.  To  see  that, the  college  is  properly  reprepentei  at  all 
meetings  oi  associations  to  which  it  Dco(xaes  a  fheaoer. 

4.  To  suggest  to  the  trustees  any  liuprovement  that  seems 
wis*  and  have  a  representative  at  each  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

5.  To  have  one  representative  at  ench  Cabinet  laecting  of 
the  Al'.:mni  Association. 

Section  4.  The  Military  and  Athletic  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  six  members  elected  in  the  same  way  as  the  members  of  the 
legislative  and  '.Velfarp  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  oommittee  to  lock  after  all 
military  affairs  of  the  colle^re: 

1.  To  have  a  representative  to  inspect  the  college  at  the 
same  time  and  with  tf  e  Oovernaent  inspector  -^aoh  year. 

2.  To  reoomaend  all  standards  of  military  work  and  instruction 
•nd  urge  that  the  highest  efficiency  be  attained. 

3.  To  have  a  representative  at  all  meetinrs  of  the  Cabinet 
of  the  Alumni  Association* 

Section  5.   Ths  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of  six 
members  elected  and  perpetuated  In  the  same  annsr  as  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  oommittes  to  solicit  gifts  of 
books  or  rao  ey  for  the  colle<:e  library  ar.«i  ri^lloo  or  »ork«»  or  art 
for  fic  museum,  and  "do  any  other  work  lorklrp  towoi-d  tne  welfare 
of  tho  colle{^e. 

It  shall  furnish  one  member  of  the  Cabinet. 

Article  Z:   Cabinet  of  Association. 

Section  1.   The  President,  the  Secretary-Treasurer ^ 
and  the  heads  of  the  five  Oommlttees  of  tt:e  Association  shall 
constitute  a  Cabin  t  to  unify  the  ■  ork  of  the  oanmlttees.

Flection  1.   ^dominations  for  all  officers  shall  be  made  by  a 
committee  composed  of  the  heads  of  the  other  commlttee^r  their 
substitutes.   A  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  election  of  such  nominees. 

Section  2.   A  three-fourthc  majority  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  election  of  honorary  members. 

Section  3«   A  majority  shall  elect  the  orator  and  essayist. 

Article  VIII:  Duty  of  General  Committee. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Geaeral  eommittee  to 
make  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  through  the  Secretary  notify  the  members 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting.   It  shall  also  examine  the  books 
and  records  and  make  a  report  on  the  same  at  each  reg'ular  meeting. 

Article  IX:  Corjnittees. 

Section  1.   There  shall  be  a  legislative  Committee,  a 
Welfare  Committee,  Military  and  Athletic  Committee,  and  a  Library 
Committee,  all  appointed  by  the  president,  but  kept  up  as  herein- 
after outlined. 

Section  2.   The  leglslvtive  Comjnittee  shall  consist  of  nine 


mem'bers  of  the  Aasocir.tlon  and  each  mem'ber  shall  hold  office  for 
three  ye-rs.   It  shall  be  self-perpetuating.   So  as  to  get    an 
organl3atlon ,  the  first  three  appointed  shall  hold  office  three 
years,  the  =^econd  three,  tv/o  years;  and  the  third  three,  one 
year.   This  com-mittee  shall  be  self-soverning  and  shall  furnish 
one  member  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  Association, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  cormiittee  to  wait  upon  the 
Governor  of  the  State  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Georcia  regarding  the  appointrnent  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  >T.  G.  A.  C,  to  meet  with  the  Appropriations 
Committee  of  the  Stcta  Tegislature,  ?,nd  to  look  after  any  ot  ler 
business  relative  to  both  school  and  st^-te. 

Section  3-   The  Welfare  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine 
members  elected  and  perpetuated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  lecis- 
lative  Committee. 

It  shell  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee: 

1.  To  inspect  once  a  ye-.r  the  entire  work  of  the  college, 
curriculum,  courses,  instruction,  equipment,  dormitory  facilities, 
eto  . 

2.  To  inspect  other  institutions  of  this  state  and  neighboring 
states  and  see  that  the  work  is  in  every  way  on  a  par  with  the 
other  institutions  of  its  rank. 

3.  "o  see  that  the  college  is  properly  represented  at  all 
meetings  of  associations  to  v/hich  it  becomes  a  member. 

4.  To  suggest  to  the  trustees  any  improvement  that  seems 
wise  and  hj.ve  a  representative  at  each  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

5.  To  have  one  representative  at  each  Cabinet  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association. 

section  4..  The  Military  and  Athletic  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  six  members  elected  in  the  seme  way  aB  the  members  of  the 
legislative  and  "/elf are  Cormittee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  look  after  all 
military  affairs  of  the  college: 

1.  To  have  a  representative  to  inspect  the  college  at  the 
same  time  and  v.ith  the  Government  inspector  each  year. 

2.  To  recommend  all  stendards  of  military  work  and  instruction 
and  ^^   that  the  highest  efficiency  4^3"  attained. 

Q        3«   -0  have  a  representative  at  all  meetings  of  the  Cabinet 
of  the  'lumni  Association. 

Section  5.   The  library  Committee  shall  consist  of  six 
members  elected  and  perpetuated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  solicit  gifts  of 
book=<  or  money  for  the  college  library  and  relics  or  works  of  art 
for  the  museaT.,  and  do  any  other  work  looking  tow£.rd  the  welfare 
of  the  college. 


It  shall  furnish  one  member  of  the  Cabinet. 

Article  X:  Cabinet  of  Association. 

section  1.   The  President,  the  Secretary-Treasurer, 

end  the  heads  of  the  five  Committees  of  the  Association 
chci.l  constitute  a  Cabinet  to  unify  the  work  of  the  committees. 
They  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.   Four  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.   Any  action  taken  by  the  Cabinet  shall  stand  as 
law  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Assoc  iL.t  ion.   At  such 
meeting  such  action  niust  be  brought  up  for  approval.    If  approved 
by  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  it  becomes  a  law  of  the 
A  rsociat  ion . 


Article  XI:  Amendment. 

This  constitution  may  be  repealled,  added  to,  or  amended  by 
three-fourths  majority  at  each  of  tv/o  successive  regular  meetings 
of  the  Association.

ttLnutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
North  Georgia  College  Alumni  Association 
June  6,  1959 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Georgia  College  Alumni  Association 
convened  at  1:00  P.  M,  Saturday,  June  6,  19^9,   at  the  North  Georgia  College 
Auditorium  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia,  following  lunch  in  the  Dining  Hall. 
Approximately  60  members  were  present. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  Hugh  Hilliard. 
The  President  stated  that  there  would  be  no  official  pole  of  members  entitled 
to  vote.  It  would  be  accepted  that  those  who  vote  on  business  transacted  were 
official  members.  He  then  appointed  Mss  Jean  Vlhlte   as  official  Parliamentarian. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  held  on  May  31*  1958,  were  read.  Upon  motion 
of  Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Phillips,  the  Association  voted 
that  they  be  approved,  Mr.  Donald  F,  Dean,  Secretary  and  Teeasurer,  reported 
on  the  Association's  finances,  A  copy  of  his  report  is  attached  to  these 
minutes.  Reports  made  by  Committees  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Mr,  J,  E.  Creel  reported  that  plans  were  luider  way  which  will 
wnable  the  Association  to  attain  a.  portrait  of  Col.  West. 

(B)  Mr.  J.  W,  Phillips,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  charged  with 
recommending  time  and  place  of  next  meeting  made  the  motion  that  the  neeting 
be  held  on  Saturday,  June  U,  I96O,  at  12:00  noon.  Motion  was  seconded  hy 
Miss  Jean  '.Thite  and  unanimously  passed  by  the  Association. 

(C)  Mr,  Robert  M,  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Education  Loan  Committee, 
gave  a  report  on  the  Loan  and  Scholarship  Funds  and  the  North  Georgia  College 
Foundation,  Incsrporated.  He  stated  that  the  necessary  papers  for  the 
Incorporating  the  Foundation  had  been  drawn  up,  and  had  been  chartered  with 


the  Secretary  of  State.  He  also  stated  that  the  necessary  by-laws  had  been 
drawn  up  and  approved.  Thereby,  enabling  the  Foundation  to  legally  become  a 
function  in  body. 

An  explanation  of  mentioned  by-laws  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Gainey,  MTo 
Gainey  stated  that  the  Incorporators  will  be  called  Trustees,  rather  than 
Directors  as  stated  in  the  minutes  of  1958.  The  first  Board  of  Trustees 
composed  of  the  following  named  men;  Mr.  Robert  M.  Moore,  Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler, 
Dr.  Lee  Rogers,  Mr.  Oscar  Lily,  and  l«Ir.  J.  J.  Gainey  will  serve  until  the 
annual  meeting  in  I960,  at  which  time  there  will  be  an  election  of  new  trustees 
as  outlined  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Foundation.  Mr.  Gainey  moved  that  all  the 
work  of  the  Foundation  be  approved  by  the  Association.  Mrs.  Irene  Maxwell 
seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  passed. 

Mr.  Moore  announced  that  there  would  be  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
iimnediately  following  the  Aliimni  Meeting. 

(D)  A  report  on  the  North  Georgia  College  National  Defense  Student 
Loan  Fund  was  given  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Gilbert,  Jr.,  Comptroller,  North  Georgia 
College.  A  copy  of  said  report  is  attached  to  these  minutes. 

(E)  Donald  F.  Dean  reported  that  a  North  Georgia  College  Alumni 
Luncheon  was  held  in  Atlanta  during  the  Georgia  Education  Association  Convention 
in  March, 

Col.  Hedden  reported  that  possibly  money  for  the  Matching  Fund  would  be 
available  this  coming  year  through  the  Vfest  Foundation. 

Mr.  Hilliard,  President  of  the  Association,  recognized  special  guests: 
Professor  J.  C.  Barnes  and  0.  L.  Amsler. 

Mr.  M.  E.  Hoag,  President  of  North  Georgia  College,  was  asked  by  the 
Alumni  President  to  speak  on  plans  for  the  college.  Mr.  Hoag  stated  that 


the  delivery  date  for  the  Armory-Drill  Hall-QyTnnasium  was  January  1,  19$0. 
Contract  will  be  let  June  30,  1959,  for  a  Library  Annex.  Plans  for  the  Gaillard 
Hall  Annex  are  under  way.  The  Annex,  when  completed,  will  house  an  additional 
1^0  male  students.  An  Isotope  Laboratory  will  be  available  for  use  in  September, 
1959.  These  laboratory  facilities  are  being  made  possible  by  money  received  through 
the  Federal  Government.  Dr.  Thigpen  has  donated  to  the  college  an  8"  reflecting 
telescope.  The  Board  of  Regents  has  approved  the  construction  of  a  building  to 
house  the  telescope. 

Mr.  Hoag  stated  that  the  turn  over  of  teacher  personnel  at  North  Georgia 
College  has  been  exceptionally  small  in  number.  For  the  school  year  1958-59 
only  one  new  member  was  added  to  the  faculty.  This  was  a  result  of  Mr.  Roger 
William's  death.  For  the  school  year  1959-60  only  two  new  members  will  be 
added  to  the  faculty. 

He  reported  that  the  various  featiures  of  the  military  program  has  been 
expended  within  the  past  few  years.  At  one  time  commissions  were  granted  in 
the  Infantry  only.  Now,  however,  commissions  are  granted  in  the  field  most  closely 
associated  with  the  student's  academic  major.  This  past  year  an  arny  flight 
training  program  was  initiated.  Fifteen  students  weceived  their  wings  as  a  resnlt 
of  participation  in  this  program. 

Mr.  Hilliard  e^qjressed  appreciation  to  the  North  Georgia  College  Administration 
for  assistance  dio-ing  the  year,  to  Ifrs.  Tyree  for  assisting  with  the  Alumni 
Luncheon,  and  to  Miss  Virginia  Scott,  Alumni  Editor  of  The  Bugler. 

Miss  Jean  IVhite  gave  the  following  report  for  the  nominating  committee.

Minuses  of  the  Annual  >ieeting  of  the  AlaTjii 
Assooiation,  North  Georgia  College 
June  5,  1955 


The  annual  meeting  of  tiie  Worta  Georgia  College  Alumni  Association 
convened  at  10:3 J  a.h.,   ounday,  June  5^  1955>  in  the  jjortli  Georgia  College 
Home  Econoridcs  Building,  following  a  social  hour  at  wnicu  coffee  and  dough- 
nuts v.ere  served.  There  were  forty-two  members  present. 

The  meeting  was  officially  called  to  order  by  krs.  Charles  L. 
Stewart,  presiding  officer  aiid  president  of  the  Association,  i-irs.  Stewart 
then  asked  the  secretary  and  treasurer.  Hiss  Jean  Khite,  to  read  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  and  give  a  treasurer's  report.  The  minutes 
were  unanimously  approved  as  read.  At  the  time  of  the  treasurer's  report 
the  Association  had  $210.75  in  the  operating  fund  and  ■j.6csc..44  in  the 
Barnes  fund. 

Following  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  Hiss  Jean  i.'hite  gave  a  rei  ort 
on  tue  luncheon  meeting  of  tiie  iilumni  Association,  neld  during  the  anxiual 
GEA  meeting,  at  the  Howard  Johnson  i^estaurant  in  Atlanta  on  March  lb,  1955* 
This  luncheon  meeting,  attended  by  thirty-four  aluimii,  was  tae  first  of  its 
kind  ever  to  be  held, 

?res.  Stewart  requested  that  nerritt  E,  Hoag,  President  of  Worth 
Georgia  College,  dive  an  account  of  tno  initiation  and  progress  of  the 
Aluiraii  Scholarship  Fund,  In  his  report  Pres.  Ploag  told  of  the  need  for 
such  a  fund  to  aid  wortny  students  who  are  financially  unable  to  attend 
college  and  tlie  work  that  nad  bee.i  done  to  begin  the  fund.  Ke  stated  tnat 
in  response  to  the  tvro  letters  sent  to  approxiiftately  IfaOC  graduates  (of 
both  the  two-year  aivi  the  four-year  college  prOj^ra-ns),  there  haa  been  a 
total  of  218  contributions  to  date,  averaoing  more  than  £5  each.  Pres. 
Stev/art  added  to  Pres.  Hoag's  report  the  fact  that  a  total  of  ^1163.70 
had  taen  been  received  and  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  response  of 
the  alumni  members  to  the  requests  for  scholarship  fund  contributions. 

Pres.  Hoag  also  told  of  tlie  recommendations  of  tus  study  com- 
mission appointed  by  tiie  State  Chief  Executive  to  study  school  needs. 
After  the  five  mejftbers  of  tiie  commission  visited  the  Wortn  Georgia  College 
campus,  tliey _raade,  accoruing  to  Pres.  Hoag's  report,  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  ;i550,OJO  be  provided  for  a  combinatioji  drill  hall,  armory, 
aind  gymnasium. 

2.  That  'ii')0,000   be  provided  for  a  new  wing  to  the  library. 

3.  That  ;^3 50,000  be  made  available  to  remodel  Price  Kemorial  Hall 
and  to  do  otner  ^eiaodeling. 

4.  That  9  4SO,0Oo  133  provided  for  an  additional  wing  to  tiie  new 
Gaillard  Hall. 

The  total  appropriations  recommend.eti.  b5'  tae  study  com'nission  to  be  spent 
at  North  Georgia  College  amountei  tcr/,'SU* )  c^yti  .  The  Board  of  Regents 
accepted  t.ie  recomiaendations  of  tiie  study  comtnission. 

Following  Pres.  Hoag's  report,  l'.rs.  Stewart  called  upon  i-ir.  Gilbert, 
a  member  of  tiie  sciiolarsiiip  fund  committee  appointed  during  the  last  year 


(tne  co.inmittee  consists  of  I'lr.  Gilbert,   a  local  alumnus —  ilr.  Bill  Griudle, 
and  the  president  of  the  college),   to  report  on  the  activities  of  the 
scholarsai,:  coauuittee  duriUe;  tiieir  meetin;^  on  Jurie  4,   1955.     I'ir.  Gilbert 
made  tne  following  report  of  tne  reconuiiendations  of  tne  comuiittee:

The  above  recommendations  of  the  scholarsnip  cormdttee  were  unanimously  ap- 
proved. Following  the  approval  of  tne  report,  there  was  some  discussion 
of  the  scholarship  fund,  after  which  there  was  a  motion  made  to  contact  all 
students  who  have  attended  North  Georgia  Colleije,  v;hether  or  not  they  are 
graduates  of  eitner  the  two-year  or  the  four-year  program,  asking  them 
for  contributions  to  the  scholarsiiip  fund.  The  motion  v^as  seconded  and 
approved  by  unanimous  vote.  Pres.  Stewart  then  expressed  tne  appreciation 
of  the  Association  to  Mss  Sstelle  David,  Pres,  Koag' s  secretary,  for  her 
dilxgent  work  in  taking  care  of  tiie  mechaiiics  involved  in  writing,  to 
alumni  concerning  the  scholar sidp  fund. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  discussion  concerning  the  scholarsnip  fund, 
Pres.  Stewart  askea  Mr.  Keith  filrod  to  read  the  proposed  nev;  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Association  so  that  they  could  be  finally  voted  uoon. 
Following  the  reading  of  the  constitution  and  by-lav. s,  Pres.  Stewart' called 
for  a  motion  setting  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  so 
that  Article  II  of  the  by-laws  coiid  be  definitely  settled  before  voting 
on  the  new  constitution  and  by-laws.  After  much  discussion  concerning 
possible  meeting  dates,  a  motion  was  made  that  a  fle^dble  date  for  meeting 
^  a  delmite  one  to  be  determined  later  by  the  college  calendar  of  events) 
be  set  coming  during  the  last  week  in  April  or  tie  first  week  in  Kay. 
The  motion  received  a  second,  and  nineteen  voted  in  favor  of  it,  fifteen 
against  it.  Since  the  motion  did  not  receive  a  three-fourths  majority. 
It  did  not  carry.  Kr.  Bill  Grindle  then  movea  that  the  Association  keep 
tne  sajne  meetm^  date  for  next  year  bu^.  not  set  a  permanent  date  for 
succeeding  meetings.  Tliis  motion  w^s  seconaed  and  passed  with  no  objection. 
The  new  constitution  and  by-laws  ^ere  not  voteu  upon.

BY   LAWS 


(To  accompany  constitution  proposed  June  6th,  1954,  of  the 
ALWINI  SOCIETY,  NORTH  GEORGIA  COLLEGE) 


ARTICLE  I— Quorum 

1.  Requirements  for  a  quorum  are  provided  in  Section  2  of 
ARTICLE  III  of  the  constitution. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  any  annual  or 
called  meeting  may  receive  reports,  discuss  appropriate  business,  present 
or  receive  programs,  hear  speakers,  nominate  candidates  for  office  in  ttie 
Society  for  later  election,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  or  to  a  later 
hour  or  date. 


ARTICLE  II— Annual  Meeting 

1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  2nd  Sunday  in  May 
in  connection  with  the  euinual  "Parents'  Day"  as  arremged  by  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  College. 

(Alternate  proposal:  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
day  of  the  regular  college  commencement,  and  in  connection  therewith.) 

ARTICLE  III — Dues,  Contributions,  and  Assessments 

1,  Oues  for  Active  Members,  shall  be  $1,00  annually  (for  the 
calendar  year)  payable  at  any  time  during  the  year,  or  any  sum  in  excess 
of  this  amoimt  which  any  member  may  desire  individually  to  contribute. 
Payment  of  such  dues  prior  to  the  time  of  any  meeting  or  taking  of  a  poll 
shall  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  privilege  of  voting  at  such  meeting  or  in 
such  poll,  proA-ided,  that  members  who  shall  have  paid  membership  dues  for 
the  previous  calendar  year  shall  have  such  pri^dlege  up  to  but  not  including 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  succeeding  year, 

2,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretai^'  to  provide,  for  the 
use  of  the  presiding  officer  at  any  meeting,  an  up  to  date  roster  or  other 
form  of  record,  showing  eligibility  for  voting, 

3,  The  purpose  of  the  membership  dues  of  $1,00  emnually  is  to 
provide  for  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Society  on  a  current  basis, 
Dums  so  received  shall  constitute  the  operating  fund  of  the  society  for  all 
current  and  ordinarj'  expenses,  including  especially  the  publication  of  an 
Alumni  Bulletin  or  Newsletter, 
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4.  Special  contributions  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  special 
purpose  for  which  donated  if  any.  Contributions  for  which  no  special 
purpose  is  designated  by  the  donor,  together  v;ith  dues  paid  by  members  in 
excess  of  $1.00  emnually,  shall  be  set  aside  for  such  special  projects  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  by  the  membership,  in  furtherance  of  the 
object  of  the  Society. 

5.  No  assessment  shall  be  made  against  the  members  of  the 
Society  except  by  unanimous  action  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote  at  em 
annual  meeting  or  in  a  poll  conducted  for  the  special  purpose  of  making 
such  assessment. 

6.  Payment  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary  for  performance  of  the 
duties  of  that  office,  or  payment  may  be  made  for  clerical  assistance  to 
that  officer,  from  the  operating  funds  of  the  Society  whenever  the  volume 
of  business  may  justify  such  expenditure,  as  decided  by  majority  vote  of 
the  General  Conmiittee  (Officers  of  the  Societj-)i  Under  the  same  conditions, 
officers  or  members  of  committees  may  be  reimbursed  for  actual  and  necessary 
expenditures  in  conducting  the  business  or  special  projects  of  the  Society. 

7.  The  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  shall  be  bonded 
in  such  sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  considered  adequate  by  the  General 
Committee  provided  for  in  ARTICLE  V,  Section  1,  of  the  constitution.  All 
funds  shall  be  deposited  and  disbursed  under  the  general  supervision  of 
this  Committee. 


ARTICLE  IV— Order  of  Business 

1.  The  order  of  business  at  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be: 

Poll  of  members  present  entitled  to  vote 

Appointment  of  parliamentarian  for  the  meeting 

Receipt  of  communications,  bills,  etc. 

Reports  of  officers 

Reports  of  standing  committees 

Reports  of  special  committees 

Unfinished  business 

New  business 

Announcements,  including  presentation  of  guests 

Program 

Nomination  of  officers 

Recess 

Election  of  officers 

Recess 

Installation  of  new  officers  and  aimouncements  by  them 

2.  The  order  of  business  may  be  suspended  or  changed  at  any 
meeting,  by  majority  action,  a  quorum  being  present. 
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3.  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  under  Roberts 
RULES  OF  ORDER,  and  the  same  shall  be  the  final  authority  on  all  questions 
of  procedure  and  parliamentary  law  not  covered  by  the  constitution  or  these 
by-laws.

RESOLUTION 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY- LAWS,  replacing  those  adopted  1925-26 

Be  it  resolved  by  this  Association  in  annual  meeting  assembled, 
that  the  following  constitution  and  by-laws  be  hereby  adopted  for  the 
government  and  guidance  of  this  Association,  and  that  the  same  hereby 
supercede  and  replace  the  constitution  and  by-laws  adopted  at  the  annual 
meetings  of  1925  and  1926  and  all  amendments  thereto: 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I— Name  and  Object 

1,  This  organization  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  THE  ALUMNI 
SOCIETY  OF  THE  NORTH  GEOiiGIA  COLLEGfl. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  furtherance  of  the 
welfare  and  assistance  in  attaining  the  aims  and  general  success  of  the 
North  Georgia  College,  its  students,  graduates  and  administration. 

ARTICLE  II— Membership 

1.  Membership  shall  be  of  three  kinds:  ordinary,  active  and 
honorary, 

2.  All  persons  who  have  graduated  from  the  institution  or  vzho 
have  been  separated  honorably  therefrom  after  having  completed  one  or  more 
college  terms  (semesters  or  quarters),  shall  be  ex-officio  ordinarj'  members 
of  this  Society, 

3.  Such  of  the  persons  described  in  Section  2  above  as  shall 
pay  such  dues  as  the  by-laws  may  from  time  to  time  require,  shall  be 
ACTIVE  Hfl-iBERS  of  this  Society. 

4.  Such  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  elected  to  such 
privilege  by  a  three  fourths  vote  of  the  membership  present  at  any  annual 
meeting,  there  being  a  quoi'um,  shall  be  HONORARY  MEMBERS  indefinitely  or 
for  such  period  as  may  be  designated  in  their  election  at  the  time  thereof. 
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5,  Only  ACTIVE  MfKBERS  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  vote  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Society,  provided  that  all  members  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  including  full  and  free  discussion,  and  may  be 
members  with  vote  of  special  committees. 


ARTICLE  III— Meetings  and  Quorum 

1.  There  shall  be  one  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  thereof,  at  such  time  as  the  by-laws  may  pro- 
vide. Such  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  College  Campus  in  connection  with 
such  college  activities  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  by  the  officers  of 
the  Society  and  the  administration  of  the  College. 

2.  Twenty  ACTIVE  MEIIBERS  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Society,  except  that  whenever  the  members 
shall  be  polled  as  provided  for  in  Section  5  belov;,  two  thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers shall  return  the  questionnaire  by  V7hich  polled  in  order  to  constitute 
a  quorum. 

3.  A  majority  of  those  voting  shall  decide  any  question,  a 
quorum  being  present  or  replying  to  the  poll,  except  as  specifically 
provided  otherv;ise  in  this  constitution  or  in  the  by-laws  thereunder 
provided, 

4.  Called  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  and  for  anj'  purpose 
except  election  of  officers  2ind  except  for  amendment  of  this  constitution 
or  its  by-laws.  Pirovided  that  all  active  members  shall  be  notified  by  the 
Secretary,  by  mail  at  the  latest  address  of  record,  of  the  date,  place  and 
hour  eind  purpose  of  such  meeting,  aind  the  places  for  such  meeting  shall  be 
restricted  to  vhe  cities  of  Dahlonega,  Gainesville  and  Atlanta,  and 
PROVIUaD  FURTHER,  that  the  President  shall  call  such  meeting  upon  majority 
vote  of  the  officers  of  the  Society,  or  upon  request  by  a  quorum  of  the 
active  membership. 

Only  such  business  as  shall  have  been  stated  in  the  notification 
to  the  members  of  the  meeting  shall  be  transacted  at  the  called  meeting, 
and  any  other  business  transacted  shall  be  null  and  void, 

5.  Iifhenever  it  shall  be  deemed  by  a  majority  of  the  officers 
to  be  impractical  to  call  a  meeting,  or  upon  petition  of  a  quorum  of  the 
membership,  such  majority  may  order  a  poll  of  the  active  membership  by 
mail,  upon  any  question  which  may  properly  be  brought  before  a  called 
meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  thereupon  poll  the  membership  by  mail,  and 
the  result  of  such  poll  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  2  and  3 
above,  shall  decide  the  question. 
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ARTICLE  IV— Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be:  PRESIDEKT,  1st, 
2nd  and  3rd  VICE  PRESIDliNTS,  HISTORIAN,  SECRiiXARY  AND  TREASURiiK,  which 
latter  two  may  be  one  and  the  same,  should  the  membership  so  designate 
at  the  time  of  election.  Officers  shall  hold  office  for  the  period  of 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  installed. 
Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  officers  of  like 
organizations,  and  as  ma}'  from  time  to  time  be  provided  for  in  the 
by-laws. 

2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  by  a  tv/o 
thirds  majority  in  each  case,  and  shall  be  installed  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  meeting  and  as  the  last  aind  final  business  of  the  same  except 
zinnouncements  in  connection  with  their  taking  of  office. 

3.  Nomination  for  officers  may  be  by  committee,  but  in  all 
cases  nominations  made  from  the  floor  shall  be  accepted. 

4.  Election  shall  be  by  secret  written  ballot  unless  there 
shall  be  no  more  thein  one  nomination  for  the  office  concerned, 

5.  Vacancies  among  the  officers  created  by  death,  disability, 
inability  or  failure  to  function  as  such  failure  to  function  may  be 
decided  by  majority  action  of  the  remaining  officers,  shall  be  filled  by 
succession  in  order,  of  vdce-presidents  to  the  presidency  and  to  a  higher 
vice-presidency,  and  by  appointment  by  the  president,  in  the  case  of 
secretary,  treasurer  or  historian, 

6.  The  by-lav/s  may  provide  for  remuneration  to  ihe  secretary' 
in  case  the  business  of  the  Society  should  warrant  such  action.  The 
by-laws  may  further  provide  that  officers  or  members  of  committees  may 
receive  reimbursement  for  actual  emd  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Society. 


ARTICLE  V— Committees 

1,  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  function  as  a  general 
committee  under  the  chairmemship  of  the  president  for  the  conduct  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  Society  and  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for 
meetings  and/or  polls  of  the  membership,  including  especially  the  annual 
meeting,  and  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  the  activities  of  the  Society 
with  the  administration  of  the  College.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of 
this  committee  to  advise  with  the  president  of  the  institution  from  time 
to  time  and  to  keep  him  informed  of  the  aims,  objectives  and  current 
projects  of  the  Society,  while  at  the  same  time  inviting  him  to  keep  the 
Society  informed  to  the  same  extent.

2.  The  president  of  the  Society  shall  at  the  time  of  his 
installation  and  at  any  time  appoint  such  steuiding  and  special  committees 
as  he  may  consider  desirable  and  such  committees  shall  function  during  his 
pleasure  and  tenure.  The  president  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all 
committees. 


ARTICLE  VI — Amendments  and  By-Laws 

1,  This  constitution  ma5'  be  amended  by  action  of  three  fourths 
of  the  active  members  present,  at  each  of  two  successive  annual  meetings, 
a  quorum  as  herein  provided  for  being  present, 

2,  By-lavs  to  supplement  this  constitution  shall  be  made  and 
may  be  eunended,  by  action  of  two  thirds  of  the  active  members  present 
at  each  of  two  successive  annual  meetings,  a  quorum  being  present  as 
provided  herein.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I  -  KAlffi 
&  OBJBCT 

1.  This  organization  shall  herearter  be  iaiown  as  THE  ALUIffll 
SOCIETY  of  tl.e  NORTH  GBOROIA  COLLEGE. 

Zj[»  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  tiie  furthera^xe  of  the 
welfai-e  and  assis^aiice  i.i  autaii^iiig  the  airiiS  and  general  success  of 
the  North  Georgia  College,   its  students,   graauai-es  and  administration. 


ARTICLE  II  -  MElifflERSHIP, 

1.  Uembership  shall  be  of  tixee  kinds:   ordiiiary,   active  and 

hoi'-orarj'. 

2.  All  persoiis  vdio  have  graduaoed  froia  the  institution 

or  vmo  na>  e  been  sepa^-ated  nonoraoly  therefroia  after  having  completed 
or.e  or  more  college  tennis   (  semesters  or  quaiters  ),    shall  be  ex-officio 
ordinary  members  of  tiiis  Society, 

C,  Such  of  tiie  persons  described  in  section  2  above  as  shall 
pay  such  dues  as  the  by-lav.s  may  frou  ti^ae  to  tiue  require,    shall  be 
ACTIVE  MEMBERS  of  this  Socieoy.  ^ 

4,  Sucn  persoiis  as  i.iay  fro.u  ti^e  to  "Ci.„e  be   elected  to  such 
privilege  by  a  three  fovu;tlis  vote  of  tiie  iaembersliip  present  at  any 
annual  meeting,   tnere  being  a  quortui,    siiall  be  HONORARY  liEIoBERS 
indefinitely  or  for   sTicn  period  as  nay  be  desigiiated  in  their  elec-cion 
at  the  tiiiie  tjiereof «

5.  Only  ACTIVE  MEMBERS  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the 
vote  i..  ti>e  al'fairs  of  the  Society,   provided,    tnat  axl  laerabers 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  i.xludi„g  fuil  aiid  iree 
discussion,   and  iiiay  be  luerabers  with  vote  of  special  comuittees. 


AKTICLE  III     MEETINGS  &  QUORUM 

1.  There  shall  be  one  aijmal  meeting  of  this  Society 
for  the  transactiMi  of  the  busiuess  thereof,   at  such  tiue  as  the 
by-lavs  luay  provide.     Such  ueetiug  shall  be  held  o:..  the  College 
Campus  ill  connection  vrith  sucii  college  activites  as  ija^   be  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  officers  of  t..e  Society  and   the  administration 
of  the  College, 

2.  Twenty  ACTIVE  IJ3I,?Ba:{S  shall  cor.Soituto  a  quoru2;i  for 
the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Society,    except  that  whenever 
the  members   snail  be  polled  as   provided  for   in  sectioxi  5  below, 
tivo  tiiirds  of  the  merabex-s   shall  return  the  questionnaire  by  which 
polled  ill  order  to  coi-s\.itute  a  quoruij.. 

3.  A  majority  of  thos; voting  shall  decide  any  question, 

a  quorvu,!  being  present  or  replying  to  the  poll,    except  as   specifically 
provided  othenvise  Lii  this  ccnstitution  or  in  t;he  by-lavs  thereunder 
provided, 

4.  Called  meetings  may  be  held  at  any   tiue  and  for  any  pur- 
pose except  election  of  officers  ai.d  except  for  amendiiient  of  tnis 
coiistitutioi-  or  its  by-lav.s.     Provided  tiiao  all  active  members   shall 
be  notified  by  tlie  Secretary,   by  inall  at  the   latest  address   of 
record,   of   the  date,   place  and  iiOur  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,   and 
the  places  for   such  .meeting  shall  be  restricted  to  the  cities   of 
Dahio.-ega,   Gainesville  and  Atlanta,   e^A  PROVIDED  FURTHER,    that  the 
President   shall  call  sucn  iiieeti..g  upon  najority  vote  of  the  officers 
of  the  Society,   or  upon  request  by  a  quoru^.!  of  the  active  membersiiip. 

Only  such  business  as   shall  have  been  stated  in  tne  noti- 
llcation  to  tiie  members  of  the  i.ieeting  siiaii  be   transacted  at  the 
called  meeting,  and  an^    other  business  transacted  shall  be  null  and  void. 

5.  "flienever  it  shall  be  deemed  by  a  majority  of  tne  officers 
to  be  impractical  to  call  a  meeoing,   or  upon  petition  of  a  quoru:-  of 
the  membership,    such  majority  aiay  order  a  poll  of  the  active  memberhiiip 
by  mail,  upon  an^    ques'-ion  v/hich  way  ^iroperly  oe  brougnt  before  a 
oalxed  .^eetiivg.     The   secretary  snail  thereupon  poll  rhe  membership 

by  mail,   and  the  result  of  sucn  poll  subject  to  the  provisions   of 
sections  2  and  o  above,   shall  decide  the  question. 


ARTICLE  IV   OFFICERS 

1.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be:  PRESIDEOT,    1st, 
2nd  and  ord  VIC"  EaESID31ITS,   HISTORIAl^,   SECR3T.IRY  .iJID  TREASURER,  whicii 
latter  tvro  ciay  be  one  and   the  sa*ie,    should  the  membership  so  desigijate 
at  tne  time  of  election.     Officers  shall  nold  office  for  the  period 
of  one  year   and  ui.til  ttieir   successors   slmll  nave  been  elected  and 
i..stalled.     Their  duties  shall  be  such  as  usvially  devolve  upon  officers 
of  like  organizations,   and  as  may  from  tijue  to  tiue  be  provided  fox- 
in  the  by-lav.'s. 

2,  Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  aymual  i^eetiiig  by  a 
TWO  THIRDS  ma.iority  in  each  case,   aiid  shall  be  installed  at  the  con- 
clusion of  said  meeting  aiid  as  the  last  and  filial  busi^iess  of  T;he  sai^e 
except  aiJiurioemeuts  in  connection  with  their  taking  of  office. 

3.  Nomination  for  officers  may  be  by  ooymittee,   but  in  all 
oases  nominations  made  froia  the  floor  shall  be  accepted* 

4.  Election  siiall  be  by  secret  vo'itten  ballot  unless  thert 
shall  be  no  more  tiian  one  noirdnation  for  tl.e   office  concerned. 

5.  Vacancies  among  the  officers  orealed  by  death,   disability, 
inability  or  failiu'e  to  fui-.ction  as   such  iailure  to  function  jja;,    be 
decided  by  majority  action  of  the  remaining  officers,    shall  be  I'illed 
by  succession  in  order,    of  vice-presidents  to  t;.e  presidency  and  to  a 
iiigiier  vice-presidency,   a^id  by  appointment  by  the  president,   in  the 
case  of   secretary,   treasurer   or  i^istorian. 

o.  The  by-laivs  may  provide  for  remuneration  to  the   secretaiy 
in  case  the  business  of  tne  Society  siiould  wairant   such  action. 
The  by-lav.s  may  furt}ier  provide  tnat  officers  or  iiiembers  or  committees 
may  receive  reimbursement  for  actual  and  necessary  expenses  inciirred 
in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  tne  Society,

(To  acooiupany  cor^stitution  proposed  June  6th  1954,    of  the 
idjimm.  S0CI3TY,   NORTE  GEORGIA  COLLEGE) 

ARTICLE  I       iUORTJM 

1>  Requiremeiits  for  a  quortua  aie  provided  ii^  Sectio-  2 
of  ARTICLE  III  of  the  cox-stitution. 

2.  Hofevitflsranding  tne  aLsence   of  a  quoruii,   any  annual 
or  called  raeeoiug  may  receive  repoi-\-s,   discuss  appropriate  busi;;gss, 
present  or  receive  progrr^.s,    near   spealiers,    jiowiiiate  caididaces  for 
office  iu  the  Society  for   later   electior.,    and  adjourn  frou  day  to 
day  or  to  a  later  hour  or  date. 


ARTICLE  II  ATOIUAL  MEETING

in  coiiiiection  with  the  annual  "Parents'   Day"  as  arranged  by  the 
administration  of  the  College,

ARTICLE  III     DUES,   CONTRIBUTIONS 
AND  ASSESSMENTS.

Tbe  Alumni  Association  met  In  the  College  Auditorium  at  A:t5 
P.M.  today,  Pres.  J.  B.  Cheatham  presiding,  and  about  the  usual 
number  of  members  present. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  and  likewise  the  annual 
report  of  the  Treasurer  were  read  and  approved. 

A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation In  1935  to  look  Into  alleged  discriminations  against  the 
records  of  this  College  when  presented  to  certain  other  Institutions 
for  credit.   The  Committee  rendered  a  tentative  report,  Indicating 
that  such  discrimination  no  longer  exists  with  respect  to  current 
records.   The  Committee,  consisting  of  Judge  W.  T.  Townsend,  Profs. 
0.  L.  Amsler,  and  A.  W.  Cain  was  continued/  for  another  year. 

A  report  was  made  by  Pres.  J.  C.  Rogers,  showing  that  the 
College  became  a  aember  of  the  Association  of  American  Colleges 
and  of  the  Association  of  Southern  Colleges  during  the  past  year. 
Upon  motion  of  F.  M.  Meaders,  the  Sssoclatlon  passed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Pres.  Rogers  for  hla  excellent  work  In  this  respect. 

Pres.  Rogers  appeared  before  the  Association  for  an  Informal 
talk  to  the  members,  In  the  course  of  which  he  extended  an  Invita- 
tion to  all  present  to  attend  the  president's  reception  at  5:00 
P.M.  on  the  current  date.  The  President  also  set  forth  a  tentative 
three-point  program  for  the  Information  and  consideration  of  the 
members.   This  embodied  the  following  points: 

1 .  The  holding  of  an  annual  banquet  by  the  college  alumni  In 
connection  with  the  sessions  of  the  Georgia  Education 
Association. 

2.  Better  financial  support  of  the  college  to  be  sought  by 
bringing  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  Legislators  the 
excellent  work  of  the  Institution  and  Its  Inadequate  financial 
support. 

3.  A  possible  memorial  building  to  be  fostered  by  the  Alumni. 
A  committee  consisting  of  the  following  ex-offlclo  officers 
was  designated  to  advise  with  the  President  of  the  College 
regarding  the  feasibility  of  such  a  plan;  viz..  The  President, 
First  Vice-president,  and  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

A  motion  prevailed  regarding  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  to  determine  the  kind  of  and  make  arrangement,  for 
entertainment  or  other  exercises  tp  be  provided  In  connection  with 
the  next  annual  meeting  og  the  Association.   The  chairman  deferred 
the  naming  of  the  personnel  of  the  Committee. 

The  chair  named  a  committee  consisting  of  H .  L.  Ash, 
J.  C.  Barnes,  W.  H,  Jones,  H.  E.  Hawkins  to  namlnate  officers  of 
the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year.

Dahlonega,  Georgia 
Sunday,  June  11,  1950 


Dear 


It  was  good  to  have  you  visit  v/ith  us  in  person  or  spirit  last 

Sunday.  I  appreciate  your  appreciation,  but  let's  got  it  right  

I  have  been  merely  incidental  to  North  Gcorj^ia  College,  and  it  is  your 
loyalty  to  the  school  and  associations  incident  thereto  that  bind. 
Last  Sunday  I  noted  too  many  plays  of  Tinker  —  to  Evrrs  —  to  Chance 
to  believe  otherwise;  and  it  is  best  th?t  it  is  thus  sincerely  human. 

On  reaching  the  seventieth  mile  post  and  alledgedly  out-maneuvering 
the  faculty  (a  move  less  difficult  than  it  might  seen)  I  had  Lee  Rogers 
give  the  old  post  a  once  over.  He  found  it  not  quite  plumb,  somev<"hat 
marred  from  the  pebbles  that  have  been  cast  our  way,  not  smoothe.  enough 
for  another  coat  of  paint  —  but  no  evidence  of  termites'.  Lee  adiM.nictered 
a  good  dose  of  preservative,  rather  than  paint,  and  v^e  find  it  quite  easy 
to  move  out  on  the  western  trail. 

I  told  you  last  Sunday  that  I  had  not  found  the:  drab,  dreary  unrest 
that  had  Dorris  Lockerman'  s  man  of  56  v<-ho  RETIRED  to  catch  up  vdth  his 
fishing,  golf  and  other  selfish  yearninf:s  that  come  to  all  of  us.  As  I 
journey  out  toward  the  western  rim,  I  find  not  a  rough,  brambled  trail; 
rather  a  pleasant,  t iOugh  .narrow  lane  —  Memory's  Lane  —  and  the-  travel 
is  pleasant  and  not  difficult.  The  foliage  is  not  the  deep  green  of  spring 
or  mid-summer,  but  the  scarcity  of  leaf  is  more  than  compensated  for  by 
Indian  Suncier  colors.  The  western  skj-  is  not  overcast,  and  the  nip  of  the 
breeze  really  gives  zest  to  the  j-iurncy. 

My  family,  friends  and  associates  seem  unduly  concerned  as  to  my 
future  activities,  but  they  need  have  no  worry  —  we  are  WOT  RRTIRII'G. 

By  heritage,  association  and  nationality  I  have  enjoyed  many 
priviledpes  and  a  way  of  life  that  has  been  satisfying.  For  this  I  am 
prof-'undly  grateful.  I  have  cilv»'?ys  tried  to  carry  my  full  load  and  cost 
of  this  way  of  life;  but  as  we  I'econe  more  contenplativr  and  ruminative, 
I  find  implied  obligati"'ns  that  I  sincerely  desire  t'-  pay  in  full  and 
perchance  some  of  the  later  years  had  best  be  usbd  in  fulfilling  these 
obligations. 

From  what  I  have  been  able  to  vrarm  -^ut  of  R-'bert  Moore,  R^y  Amsler, 
Mrs.  Young  and  Mrs.  Ida  Avery  Phillips,  I  fear  that  some  of  your  recent 
statements  have  been  somcvrtiat  mythical  or  exaggerated.  To  say  the  least, 
they  do  not  sound  like  some  of  tliosc  that  have  come  my  way  in  other  days! 
Perchance  I  had  best  use  up  some  tir.ie  and  any  slight  credit  I  may  have  v^ith 
Parson  Johnson  in  purchasing  a  few  prayers.  It  v/on't  hurt  any  of  us. 

I  am  enrolling  in  the  Class  of  1950  by  nailing  Mrs.  Ida  Avery  Phillips 
mj'  alumni  dues  of  ^1.00  for  1950-51  and  trust  that  we  can  all  gathc-r  in 
Dahlonoga  next  June.

Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
North  Georgia  College  Alionni  Association 
June  3,  1956 

The  Einnual  meeting  of  the  North  Georgia  College  Alumni  Association  con- 
vened at  10:00  a.m.,  Sunday,  June  3,  1956,  in  Room  105  of  the  North  Georgia 
College  Science  Building,  following  a  social  hour  in  the  College  Canteen  at 
which  coffee  and  doughnuts  were  served.  There  were  thirty  members  present. 

The  meeting  was  officially  called  to  order  by  Miss  Jean  White,  President 
of  the  Association.  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  Mrs,  C,  L.  Stew- 
art eind  unanimously  approved  by  the  Association, 

Miss  Ifhite  appointed  Mr.  0,  L.  Amsler  as  Parliamentarian  for  the  current 
meeting.  Mr.  J,  W,  Phillips,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Association,  reported 
that  the  General  Fund  had  a  balaxice  to  date  of  $15,43  and  the  Scholarship  Fund 
a  balance  of  $2,089.20. 

Mr,  H.  E.  Hoag,  President  of  North  Georgia  College,  was  introduced  by 
Miss  White,  In  his  remarks,  Mr,  Hoag  spoke  of  the  following  items  of  progress 
of  the  college  during  the  past  year: 

1,  The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  new  Annory-Drill  Hall -Gymnasium  on 
the  college  Ccunpus.  The  probable  date  of  beginning  of  construction  will  be 
this  fall  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  completed  in  one  year  and  a  half. 
This  building,  when  completed,  will  round  out  the  instructional  facilities  of 
the  campus. 

2,  The  present  Academic  Building  is  being  remodeled  for  classroom  and 
student  cajtiteen  use. 

3,  The  building  needs  next  to  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
will  be  an  extension  to  the  Library  and  an   annex  to  Gaillard  Hall, 

4,  A  capacity  enrollment  of  700  is  expected  for  the  fall  of  1956.  To 
date  there  are  spaces  left  for  20  women  and  18  men, 

5,  The  cadet  uniform  is  to  be  changed  next  session  to  a  grey-green  uni- 
form, comparable  to  the  new  Regular  Army  uniform, 

6,  Two  things  have  been  accon^jlished  by  the  ROTC  panel  representing  the 
viewpoint  of  the  military  colleges  working  with  the  Department  of  Defense,  '^he 
uniform  allowance  for  ROTC  cadets  in  essentially  military  colleges  has  been 
raised  from  $150  to  $300,  and  the  classification  of  military  colleges  has  been 
definitely  defined.  There  are  now  seven  colleges  in  this  category  -  North 
Georgia  College,  Pennsylvania  Military  College,  Norwich  University,  Texas  A.  & 
M,,  Ihe  Citadel,  VPI,  and  VMI, 

Miss  White  expressed  the  Alumni  Association's  appreciation  to  Miss 
Esteile  David  for  her  work  in  mailing  announcements  to  alumni. 

The  following  report  on  the  Scholarship  fund  was  made  by  Miss  White  J 
Last  year  a  total  of  $1488,70  was  received  from  257  contributors.  Approx- 
imately 1800  letters  were  mailed  to  graduates,  both  senior  and  junior  college 
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graduates.  This  year  the  contributions  totaled  $940.50,  representing  125 
contributors.  Approxijnately  6,000  letters  were  sent,  including  not  only 
gradxiates  of  the  college  but  also  others  who  had  attended  North  Georgia  Col- 
lege for  one  or  more  years  and  whose  addresses  were  available. 

Hiss  White  further  stated  that  two  scholarships  were  awarded  during  the 
past  year,  although  the  Association's  minutes  of  the  1955  meeting  provided  for 
five  scholarships  to  be  awarded  during  the  1955-56  school  year.  Hr.  Clark  &ay 
moved  that  the  number  of  scholarships  to  be  awarded  during  the  1956-57  session 
be  determined  by  the  committee  which  considers  the  applications.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  ^apt.  C.  L,  Stewart.  Mrs.  C.  N.  King  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  motion:  that  the  committee  decide  each  year  on  how  many  scholarships 
are  to  be  awarded.  The  motion  as  2unended  was  unanimously  carried. 

It  was  decided  in  discussion  that  letters  concerning  contributions  to  the 
Scholarship  *'und  be  sent  out  in  March  of  1957.  The  question  of  how  to  pay  the 
postage  was  raised.  Mrs.  C.  L,  Stewart  moved  that  expenses  for  mailing  letters 
in  connection  with  the  Scholarship  Fund  be  paid  from  the  Scholarship  Fund.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Capt.  -Stewart  and  unanimously  passed.  It  was  suggested 
by  Mrs.  Stewart  that  the  letter  to  alumni  include  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
alumni  may  suggest  to  the  scholarship  committee  worthy  applicants  for  scholar- 
ship aid. 

Miss  White  reported  that  the  alumni  luncheon  held  in  Atlanta  during  the 
G.  E.  A.  convention  was  an  enjoyable  occasion.  About  thirty  North  Georgia  Col- 
lege alumni  attended.  Miss  i<hite  stated  that  arrangements  would  be  made  for  a 
similar  luncheon  at  the  next  G.  E.  A.  convention. 

Appreciation  to  the  Cadet  Bugler  staff  was  expressed  by  Miss  White.  Miss 
Anne  Dismukes,  Alumni  Editor,  was  commended  on  the  excellent  coverage  of  alumni 
news  in  the  winter  issue  of  the  ^ugler.  Since  the  winter  issue  is  designated 
as  the  Alumni  Issue,  alumni  were  asked  to  send  news  items  by  January  of  1957, 
addressed  to  Miss  Carolyn  Mebcine,  -"^luinni  Editor  of  Cadet  Bugler,  North  Georgia 
College. 

Col.  V.  A.  Hedden,  reporting  for  Col.  J,  W.  West  who  was  unable  to  attend 
the  meeting,  explained  Col,  West's  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  the  John 
Worth  West  Educational  Foundation,  Col.  West  has  a  museim  collection  of  con- 
siderable value  at  his  home  in  Jonesboro,  Georgia.  He  intends  to  deed  the 
property  and  collection  to  the  Foundation.  A  charter  has  been  drawn  up  for 
the  foundation,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  provide  funds  for  needy  students. 
An  amount  of  approximately  $250,000  is  necessary  to  house  and  display  the  col- 
lection. The  charter  provides  for  administration  by  a  board  of  seven  trustees 
including  the  President  of  the  NGC  Alumni  Society  and  one  local  alumnus.  Miss 
White  asked  what  connection  the  proposed  John  Worth  West  Educational  Foundation 
had  with  the  present  North  Georgia  College  Scholarship  Fund  and  the  NGC  Alumni 
Association.  Col.  Hedden  replied  that  it  had  none  with  the  exception  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  would  include  the  Alumni  President  and  one  local  alumnus  and 
that  the  scholarships  awarded  would  include  scholarships  to  North  Georgia  Col- 
lege students. 

Dr.  R,  Lee  Rogers  spoke  on  setting  up  an   educational  foundation  through 
the  Alumni  Association.  His  plan  is  that  the  foundation  be  incorporated  and 
administered  by  a  board  of  directors.  He  stated  that  he  knew  of  several  alumni 
who  wished  to  contribute  substantial  sums  for  this  purpose.  This  proposed 
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foundation  is  to  have  no  connection  with  the  proposed  West  Educational  Foun- 
dation or  the  present  Scholarship  fund.  Mr.  0.  L.  Amsl^er  spoke  in  favor  of 
•Or,  iiogers'  proposal,  stating  that  such  a  foundation  would  be  of  invaluable 
benefit  to  the  college.  He  stressed  the  growth  of  the  college  during  the 
last  few  years  2ind  its  increasing  prestige  in  the  state.  More  and  more,  he 
said,  people  of  Georgia  are  turning  to  North  (^eorgia  for  a  college  of  sound 
education  for  their  sons  and  daughters.  Dr.  Jiogers  moved  that  the  Alumni 
President  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  people,  at  least  three 
to  be  members  of  the  Alumni  Association,  to  study  the  possibility  of  estab- 
lishing such  a  foundation  and  that  the  committee  be  requested  to  submit  a 
report  at  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association  sometime  near  January  of  1957. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr,  Amsler  and  unanimously  passed  bj'  the  Associa- 
tion, 

A  discussion  was  held  on  Article  II  of  the  Association  By  Laws  concern- 
ing time  of  meeting.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Hedden  moved  that  Article  II  of  the  By  Laws 
be  cimended  to  state  that  the  time  of  each  annual  meeting  be  determined  by 
the  •^lumni  Association  at  its  preceding  annual  meeting  and  further  that  the 
Association's  ''onstitution,  which  \ia.s   read  at  the  1956  meeting,  be  accepted. 
Mr,  Amsler  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  passed. 

A  lengthy  discussion  was  then  held  on  the  time  of  meeting  for  next  year, 
Mr.  Amsler  suggested  that  emphasis  be  placed  on  certain  classes  on  various 
years.  Mrs.  Boyette  expressed  a  desire  to  develop  some  method  of  getting  more 
people  to  attend  the  annual  meetings.  CqI,  Hedden  moved  that  the  annual  meeting 
for  1957  be  held  in  connection  with  an  alumni  dinner  in  Gainesville  preceding 
the  annual  Military  Ball  and  that  the  Alumni  President  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arremgements .  Col,  Hedden 's  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr,  J.  R.  Hitchcock.  Kr.  Phillips  spoke  of  his  desire  to  have 
the  meeting  tied  in  with  the  Military  Ball.  He  stated  that  when  the  new  col- 
lege gymnasium  was  completed  there  vfould  be  space  for  a  large  ball  and  that 
it  was  his  opinion  that  the  large  majority  of  alumni  preferred  to  attend  an 
alumni  meeting  at  the  college  at  the  time  of  the  Military  Ball.  Col.  Hedden 's 
motion  was  voted  on  and  defeated.  Mr.  Charles  King  moved  that  the  annual 
meeting  for  1S57  be  held  a  week  prior  to  commencement  on  a  ^turday  and  that 
activities  be  planned  for  the  day  including  an  evening  dance.  This  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs,  Boyette  and  passed.  Miss  white  was  asked  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  It  was  further  decided  that  the 
exact  hour  of  the  business  meeting  for  next  year  is  to  be  detemiined  by  the 
alumni  officers  and  also  that  if  the  date  of  one  week  before  commencement 
should  conflict  with  the  college  schedule,  the  officers  are  to  arrange  einother 
date  near  the  same  time, 

Mr,  C.  L.  Stewart,  chairman  of  the  nominating  committee,  next  made  his 
report.  Other  members  of  the  nominating  committee  were  Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  and 
Mr.  J.  C.  Barnes.  The  following  slate  of  officers  was  read;

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There  were  no  nominations  fron  the  floor,  '^r,   Rogers  moved  that  the  nomina- 
tions be  accepted.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  1-lr.  ■"msler  and  unanimously 
accepted  by  the  Association. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12:30.

Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
North  Georgia  College  Aluinni  Association 
Kay  25,  1957 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Georgia  College  Aluinni  Association  convened 
at  1:30  p.m.,  Saturday,  May  25,  1957,  at  Pine  Valley  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia,  fol- 
lowing a  picnic  lunch.  Approximately  100  members  were  present. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Miss  Jean  White.  She  wel- 
comed those  present  and  recognized  Col.  J.  W.  West,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Cain  and  family, 
and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Johnson  as  special  guests. 

Mnutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read.  On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  T.  Headers, 
seconded  by  Col.  J.  W.  West,  the  minutes  were  unanimously  approved  by  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

I'tr.  Roger  L.  Williams,  Director  of  Physical  Education  of  North  Georgia  Col- 
lege, announced  a  baseball  game  for  3:00  p.m.  and  a  senior-alumni  dance  for 
8:30  p.m.  and  invited  all  present  to  attend. 

Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  was  appointed  parliamentarian  for  the  meeting. 

Miss  White  reported  that  there  had  been  176  contributors  to  the  Alumni  Schol- 
arship Fund  during  the  current  year  and  that  a  total  of  $3,693.70  had  been  con- 
tributed to  the  fund  during  the  three  years  of  its  operation.  She  stated  that 
the  recipients  were  being  carefully  selected  by  the  committee.  She  stated  fur- 
ther that  it  had  been  suggested  that  money  in  this  fund  be  placed  on  a  savings 
account  at  3%   interest  but  that  at  least  10:?  be  untouched.  Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  made 
a  motion  that  this  be  done.  Mr.  H.  T.  Meaders  seconded  the  motion  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  savings  account  be  placed  with  a  national  bank  for  security. 
The  motion  was  passed. 

Mss  White  reported  that  the  alumni  luncheon  held  in  Atlanta  during  the 
G.  E.  A.  convention  was  an  enjoyable  occasion  and  was  attended  by  about  25  people. 
She  stated  that  this  custom  will  be  continued  each  year. 

Mr.  Robert  M.  Moore,  chairman  of  the  committee  for  the  proposed  Educational 
Loan  Fund,  was  called  on  for  a  report.  Other  members  of  this  committee  are  Mr. 
0.  L.  Amsler,  Mr.  J.  J.  Gainey,  Mr.  Oscar  Lily,  and  Dr.  Lee  Rogers.  Mr.  Moore 
reported  that  the  committee  had  been  in  consviltation  with  two  attorneys  to  set 
up  the  foundation.  He  stated  that  the  committee  could  not  legally  go  further  in 
setting  up  and  incorporating  such  a  foundation  without  the  Association's  vote  to 
en^jower  the  committee  to  do  so.  Mr.  H.  T.  Meaders  made  a  motion  that  the  com- 
mittee be  so  empowered.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Col.  Vj'est  and  passed.  Miss 
White  explained  to  the  Association  members  that  this  is  to  be  a  fund  for  lending 
money  to  students  and  that  it  has  no  connection  with  the  present  scholarship  fund. 

The  next  question  presented  was  the  date  for  the  meeting  in  1958.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Grindle  moved  that  the  meeting  be  set  for  the  Saturday  before  the  North  Georgia 
College  commencement  week  end  and  that  the  same  program  be  planned  for  1958. 
Mrs,  C.  N.  King  seconded  the  motion.  I'^.  H.  T.  Meaders  spoke  on  the  inconven- 
ience to  alumni  who  wished  to  be  on  the  campus  during  commencement,  thus  neces- 
sitating two  trips  to  Dahlonega.  He  offered  the  motion  that  the  meeting  date 
be  set  for  the  Saturday  of  commencement.  Mr.  Grindle "s  motion  was  voted  on  and 
carried  by  a  vote  of  lit  to  12.  Mr.  J.  W.  Phillips  spoke  in  favor  of  Mr.  Header's 
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motion,  stating  that  such  an  arrangement  woiild  serve  more  people.  Mr.  Headers 
moved  that  the  action  just  taken  be  reconsidered.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  E.  C.  Creel  and  carried.  Mr.  Meaders  then  moved  that  the  alumni  meeting 
date  be  set  for  the  Saturday  of  commencement.  It  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Phillips 
and  carried  by  a  vote  of  20  to  1. 

Miss  White  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  Association  to  the  college  admin- 
istration for  their  support  in  arranging  the  alumni-day  program,  to  Miss  Estelle 
David  for  her  assistance  in  alumni  correspondence,  and  to  the  Bugler  staff  for 
their  cooperation. 

Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  made  the  report  for  the  nominating  committee.  Other  mem- 
bers of  this  committee  were  Mrs.  Ida  Phillips  and  Kr.  J.  W.  Grindle.

Nominations  from  the  floor  were  asked  for.  Kr.  E.  C.  Creel  moved  that  the  nom- 
inations be  closed.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Col.  West.  The  slate  of  officers 
as  presented  was  accepted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Miss  White  asked  that  the  alumni  pay  dues  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  and 
announced  that  copies  of  the  latest  issue  of  the  Cadet  Bugler  were  available  for 
those  who  wished  a  copy. 

Mr.  Meaders  moved  that  membership  cards  be  printed  and  given  to  Association 
members  ^ach  year  as  dues  are  paid.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Major  H.  E.  Haw- 
kins and  passed. 

Major  Hawkins  spoke  on  the  subject  of  class  reunions.  He  suggested  that 
each  class  have  a  reunion  every  2?  years  sind  moved  that  the  class  of  1933  ar- 
range for  a  reunion  at  the  next  meeting.  Mr.  Amsler  suggested  that  classes  hold 
reunions  in  lO-j'-ear  groups.  Mr.  Meaders  stated  that  the  reunions  should  not  begin 
with  the  class  of  1933  but  that  classes  of  previous  dates  be  included.  In  the 
discussion  that  followed  it  was  the  general  opinion  that  class  reunions  should 
be  held  in  10-year  cycles  but  no  action  was  taken  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Creel  spoke  on  the  subject  of  placing  a  portrait  of  Col.  J.  W. 
West  in  the  college  library.  He  made  a  motion  that  the  president  of  the  Asso- 
ciation be  asked  to  name  a  committee  to  procure  a  portrait  of  Col.  West  in  the 
event  such  a  portrait  is  not  already  at  the  college  and  that  it  be  placed  in 
the  college  library.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Major  Hawkins  and  unanimously 
passed.  Miss  White  appointed  the  following  committee:  Mr.  E.  C.  Creel,  Chair- 
man, l-'iT.   J.  W.  Phillips,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Meaders. 

Mr.  Meaders  asked  that  the  alumni  secretary  furnish  him  with  a  list  of 
alumni  who  live  in  Augusta,  Georgia,  so  that  he  might  get  in  touch  with  them 
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prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Mr,  Creel  expressed,  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  appreciation  to  the 
alumni  president  for  the  fine  work  she  had  done  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Amsler  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  and  it  was  seconded  by- 
Mrs.  Ida  Phillips.  The  motion  was  passed  and  the  meeting  turned  over  to  Major 
H.  W.  Hawkins,  who  presented  to  North  Georgia  College  an  oil  portrait  of  the 
late 'professor  A.  W.  Cain.  Rev.  A.  C.  Johnson  offered  a  prayer  and  the  por- 
trait was  unveiled  by  Professor  Cain's  granddaughters,  Misses  Bonnie  and 
Barbara  Cain.  President  M.  E.  Hoag  accepted  the  portrait  for  the  college.

Minutes  of  the  Arnioal  Meeting  of 
North  Georgia  College  Altinni  Association 

May  31,  1958 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Georgia  College  Aliunni  Association 
convened  at  2:00  p.m.,  Satm-day,  May  31,  1958,  at  Pine  Valley  in  Dahlonega, 
Georgia,  following  a  picnic  lunch,  ^proximately  65  members  were  present. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Miss  Jean  White. 
She  welcomed  the  members  present  and  recognized  the  visitors,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  E. 
Hoag  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Will  D.  Young. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  held  on  May  25,  1957,  were  read.  Upon 
motion  of  Mr.  Elmo  Holt  and  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Peck,  the  Association  voted  that 
they  be  approved. 

Mr.  J.  W.Phillips,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  reported  on  the  Associa- 
tion's finances.  A  copy  of  his  report  is  attached  to  these  minutes.  He  stated 
that  of  the  $752.58  in  the  Regular  Accoimt,  $688. hit,  designated  as  the  Barnes 
Fund,  is  on  savings  account.  Of  the  $2,953.93  in  the  Scholarship  Fund,  $2,000 
has  been  placed  in  savings  account  as  directed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. Mr.  Phillips  further  stated  that  nine  students  at  North  Georgia  Col- 
lege have  received  funds  from  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund.  Miss  White  added  that 
the  Scholarship  Fund  had  received  this  year  $891.00  from  120  contributors. 

Miss  White  reported  that  an  NGC  alumni  luncheon  was  held  in  Atlanta 
during  the  GEA  convention  in  March.  It  was  well  attended. 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Robert  Moore,  chairman  of  the  educational  loan 
fund  committee,  Mr.  J.  J.  Gainey  gave  a  report.  He  stated  that  all  is  in  readi- 
ness to  draw  up  the  ps^ers  for  the  incorporation  of  the  Foundation  with  the  ex- 
ception of  several  details  on  which  the  committee  must  have  direction  from  the 
Association.  The  first  of  these  items  was  the  name.  Mr.  Gainey  suggested  that 
the  foundation  be  named  The  North  Georgia  College  Foundation,  Inc.  On  motion 
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of  Mr.  W.  T.  Gentry  and  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Nelson,  the  Association  voted 
that  this  name  be  used.  Mr.  Qainey  then  stated  that  in  phrasing  the  charter, 
he  wotild  name  the  Incorporators  and  add,  "and  associates  anchor  successors.* 
He  then  raised  the  question  of  the  county  in  which  it  would  be  incorporated. 
Mr.  0.  L.  Amsler  moved  that  since  Mr.  Oscar  Lily,  a  banker  of  Hall  County, 
would  have  charge  of  handling  the  funds,  it  be  incorporated  in  Hall  County. 
Mr.  H.  M.  Thomason  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  passed.  The  next  point  made 
by  Mr.  Gainey  concerned  several  items  of  expense  involved,  such  as  procuring  a 
certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  recording  the  charter,  and  publishing, 
all  of  which  would  aaoxint  to  approximately  $65.  Mr.  Holt  moved  that  these  ex- 
penses be  paid  from  the  Association's  treasury.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Amsler  and  passed  by  the  Association.  Mr.  Gainey  explained  that  the  in- 
corporators will  be  called  directors  and  that  these  directors  will  adopt  by- 
laws for  guidance,  which  bylaws  can  be  changed  from  time  to  time  to  meet  cir- 
cvunstances  that  may  arise.  The  directors  will  nominate  their  successors  and 
submit  the  nominees  to  the  Association  for  election.  Mr.  Holt  expressed  to 
Mr.  Gainey  on  behalf  of  the  Association  appreciation  for  his  work  on  drawing 
i^  the  charter  of  the  foundation. 

Miss  White  expressed  appreciation  to  the  North  Georgia  College  admin- 
istration for  assistance  during  the  year,  to  Miss  Estelle  David  for  assisting 
with  alumni  correspondence,  to  Miss  Carolyn  Mebane,  the  alumni  editor  of  The 
Bugler  for  the  past  two  years,  and  to  Mr.  Phillips  and  Miss  Lucille  Chambers 
for  arrangements  for  the  iTinch. 

Mr.  M.  E.  Hoag,  President  of  North  Georgia  College,  was  asked  by  the 
alumni  president  to  speak  on  plans  for  the  college.  He  stated  that  the  armory- 
drill  hall-gTmnasixun  construction  had  begun  and  that  the  building  would  in  all 
probability  be  available  for  use  in  September  of  1959.  Plans  are  also  under 
way  for  construction  to  begin  on  a  new  wing  on  Gaillard  Hall  which  will  accom- 
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modate  an  additional  150  men.  Mr.  Hoag  further  stated  that  the  college  receives 
more  qpplcations  than  it  can  accommodate  and  he  eiq>hasized  to  tiie  alumni  the  im- 
portance of  their  advising  prospective  students  to  apply  for  entrance  early. 

Miss  White  asked  for  a  report  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  to  investigate  the  matter  of  placing  a  portrait  of  Col.  J.  W.  West  in 
the  college  library.  Mr.  Phillips  stated  that  Mr.  E.  C.  Creel,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  was  not  present,  that  correspondence  about  the  matter  was  being  car- 
ried on,  but  that  no  report  could  be  made  at  this  time. 

The  matter  of  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting  was  presented.  Col. 
J.  W.  West  moved  that  the  next  meeting  be  held  in  Dahlonega  on  the  Saturday  S£ 
the  North  Qeorgia  College  graduation  week  end.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Thomason  and  unanimously  passed  by  the  Association. 

Col.  J.  W.  Best  spoke  on  the  subject  of  an  educational  fund  which  he 
had  established  from  his  private  museum.  He  said  that  the  income  from  this  founda- 
tion is  available  to  students  of  North  Georgia  College  who  need  financial  help. 

Mr.  Max  Thomason  gave  the  following  report  for  the  nominating  committee: 
President,  Mr.  Hugh  E.  Billiard,  Decaturj  First  Vice  President,  Mr.  Elmo  Holt, 
Atlantaj  Second  Vice  President,  Miss  Carolyn  Mebane,  Dunwoodyj  Third  Vice  Pres- 
ident, Mr.  H.  E.  Nelson,  Decaturj  Historian,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Hedden,  Dahlonegaj 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Mr.  Donald  F.  Dean,  Dahlonega.  The  slate  of  officers  pre- 
sented by  the  committee  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the  Association. 

Mr.  0.  L.Amsler  asked  for  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Miss  White  and 
her  officers  for  the  work  they  had  done  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Elmo  Holt,  President  of  the  NGC  Alumni  Association  of  Greater  Atlanta, 
presented  to  the  alumni  president  a  check  for  $50  for  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund, 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:00  p.m.
